This plant is probably a hybrid between Persicaria longisetsa and P. Yokusaiana. 
It may be distinguished from the former chiefly by its thinner texture of leaves 
and its looser inflorescence, ochreas are sparsely pubescent and fringed at the top 
with slender bristles (4-8 mm long). Flowers are arranged in rather loose spike¬ 
like racemes, somewhat interrupted below, pinkish, appearing in autumn. Calyx 
about 2 mm long, 5-parted. Styles 3. Achene 3-gonous, 1.5-2 mm long, blackish 
brown, lucid. 
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
